The League of Nations. 

By universal consent, the meeting of the League of Nations 
which is gathering in Geneva this week, is one likely to be fraught 
with the greatest possible consequences.to the future well-being of 
the world. It is probable that during the meeting's deliberations 
gome questions of a specificaily Jewish nature may be brought 
before the League. But it is not-on that account, or rather only 
_@n that account, that we would here refer to the League : but 
because, as we have so insistently said, the greatest Jewish interest 
is Peace and because we believe that in the League of Nations isthe 
surest guarantee to the world of the ensuing of that Peace. For our 
part, we have never been hopeful of any definite plan for the 
elimination of war—certainly not that of which so many were 
pot so lopg ago enamoured—war itself. We believe that the settle- 
ment of international disputes by means other than the brutal 
and beastly recourse to violence and bloodshed, wil! come about 
mot by the adoption of any specific code but by a gradual 
upraising of the spirit and sense of men and women, which will cause 
them to see the folly of war as an arbitrament between nations and 
realise the degrading filth of it whenever men resort toit. And we 
bave always held that nothing that bas ever been devised is, so surely 
as the League of Nations, likely to tend towards that uplifting of the 
human epirit to which we refer. The PRIME MINisTER, when 
leaving for Geneva, uttered a useful word of warning against 
expecting too much in the direction of disarmament, and hence of 
peace, from the League of Nations. Because the League did not 
immediately, when it first came together, banish war from the 
earth, there were those who did not hesitate to belittle the concep- 
tion of the League and to jeer at its efforts. We sincerely trust that 
a wiser and saner view is now gaining ground, and that people are 
beginning to see that the mere existence of the League is some 
guarantee, at least, that the world is marching, however tardily, 
towards that ideal which the League represents. It follows that a 
break up of the League would surely mean that mankind had lapsed 
back into the bad old ways of war, and that civilisation was placed 
under a dire menace. ie 


Jewish Colonisation Efforts, 


It is difficult to gather what conclusions were come to by the 
World-Jewish Conference that was in session for some days 
during the last fortnight at Carlsbad; but it is easy to under- 
stand from the proceedings that it was deeply tainted with 
the canker of that peculiar form of discord which seems 
to be characteristically Jewish. Other peoples can agree 


to disagree. Jews, if they disagree, seem bound. to disagree 
about disagreeing. There is no reason in the world why, because 
people are Jews, they should see eye to eye with each other in all 
things.

she was entrusted with it. But our contemporary takes 
an altogether different line.

Why Jews should always and everywhere be the dominated, and 
nowhere or in any circumstances dominate, our contemporary does 
not explain. Anyway, such an article as that to which we allude has 
little in it of the National honour, or of that righteousness which 
exalteth a nation upoa which the exponents of Liberalism were once 
upon a time wont to rely as the main plank in their platform.

The War Memorial Battle.

The rival colonies of ants at the London Zoological Gardens 
have not yet come to a pitched battle, although the bridge 
joining their territories has been open for some time. Up 
to the present only isolated struggles have taken place 
between individual champions, and so far the new-comers 
have been the victors. When the great battle will take 
place it is not possible to predict, but at present reconnais- 
sance is being carried on.

The victors will take 
prisoner all the vanquished who survive the battle, and 
will make them slaves in the nest. In the succeeding 
weeks also the eggs and pup», together with all the useful 
material from the losers’ nest, will be removed and added 
to that of the victors. If the present ‘oldest inhabitants’ 
beat the new-comers, he added, “not only will it be the 
third time in succession, that they have been successful, 
but when they have added the spoils of victory to their 
nest, a task that will occupy them about a year, they will 
have a truly imposing editice.” 


OMEHOW—of course, readers will estimate the reasons 
S according to their own dispositions, and really the reasons 
do not matter—these sentences which | came across in a 
newspaper and which tell of the remarkable struggle thatis 
pending in Regent's Park, reminded me very forcibly of the battle 
that is raging, more or less, around Guilford Street, not far distant 
as the crow flies. The struggle is between the new and the old, 
or, as Americans would putit just now, between the Modernists and 
the Fundamentalists. It is not the first of such contests that has 
occurred ip the community, and without straining unduly the 
analogy which the newspaper report 1 have quoted above, provides, 
the results, as there recorded, are not very considerably foreign to 
their outcome. 


Be tliis as it may, it were all to the bad if the quarrel, I fear it 
is bitter and ‘deep, that bas arisen between the Chief Rabbi and 
Sir Robert Waley Cohen in respect to the allocation that is to be

‘The War Memorial Battle. 


By MENTOR, 


The rival colonies of ants at the London Zoological Gardens 
have not yet come to a pitched battle, although the bridge 
joining their territories has been open for some time, Up 
to the present only isolated struggles have taken place 


between individual champions, and so far the new-comers > 


bave been the victors, When the great battle will take 
place it is not possible to predict, but at present reconnais- 
sance is being carried on. 

When the fighting is over the battlefield wil! be littered with 
dead and dying (declared an expert). The victors will take 
prisoner all the vanquished who survive the battle, and 
will make them slaves in the nest. In the succeeding 
weeks also the eggs and pups, together with all the useful 
material from the losers’ nest, will be removed and added 
to that of the victors. If the present ‘oldest inhabitants’ 
beat the new-comers, he added, “not only will it be the 
third time in succession, that they have been successful, 
but when they have added the spoils of victory to their 
nest, a task that will occupy them about a year, they will 
have a truly imposing editice.” 


OMEHOW—of course, readers will estimate the reasons 
my according to their own dispositions, and really the reasons 
do not matter—these sentences which | came across in a 
newspaper and which tell of the remarkable struggle that is 


pending in Regent's Park, reminded me very forcibly of the battle’ 


that is raging, more or less, around Guilford Street, not far distant 
as the crow flies. The struggle is between the new and the old, 
or, as Americans would putit just now, between the Modernists and 
the Fundamentalists. It is not the first of such contests that has 
occurred ip the community, and without straining unduly the 
analogy which the newspaper report I have quoted above, provides, 


the results, as there recorded, are not very considerably foreign to 
their outcome. 


Be this as it may, it were all to the bad if the quarre!], I fear it 
is bitter and deep, that bas arisen between the Chief Rabbi and 
Sir Robert Waley Cohen in respect to the allocation that is to be 
made of the War Memorial funds to the purposes of Jews’ College, 
were allowed to come to a pitched battle, such as seems inevitable 
with the tiny insects at the Zoo. It were all to the good if the 
difference of opinion could be adjusted. For the War Memorial was 
not instituted in order to keep alive the recollection of pitched 
battles, even of the controversial sort. It was not for the purpose 
of carrying on bombardments by resolutions and counter-resolutions, 
or amendments to amendments, nor raids by correspondence 
conducted with sharpened pens and induced by gas of the poison 
order. Let me here break off to say that when | assign the struggle 
to the Chief Rabbi and Sir Robert Waley Cohen, it is not my 
intention to describe it as a personal contest between those two 
gentlemen. They are the protagonists, the leading ants, typical of 
their followers on both sides, the old againstthe new ; and none of 
us has any desire to see the communal battlefield littered with the 
dead and the dying, still less are we desirous of witnessing one 


side or the other vanquished prisoners made into slaves in the nest 
of the commnupity. 


A clear understanding of the exact point of difference that bas 
arisen wil], perhaps, be helpful to a settlement of it. The story can 
easily be told, the easier because the essential facts of the case are 
on record and indisputable. When the War Memorial] was launched, 
ite promoters declared that they were anxious to collect a great sum 
of money for thefurtherance of Traditional Judaisminthiscountry. It 
was that declaration which was the fons et orivo of the whole trouble. 
if Sir Robert Waley Cohen, Lord Swaythling and Mr. Stern had not 
ventured upon detail, all would have been, if not wel!, at least better. 
If they had said that their purpose was the promotion of Judaism 
(without qualification), whatever quarrel might have arisen, what- 
ever difference might have come about, it is difficult to believe 
that the present one exactly would have supervened. But when 
these gentlemen, doubtless without anything remotely within the 
neighbourhood of guile or deceit, said that the funds which they 
were about to raise were to be applied to the promotion of 
“ Traditional ’’ Judaism, they were taken at their word and not at 
what they meant by their word. By ~ Traditional’ they did not 
mean what tbe Chief Rabbi either thought at the time they meant, 
or bas since felt himself compelled to read into the expression they 
chose.

MINISTERIAL JUBILEE. 


The Rev. Isidoré Harris, M.A., Senior Minister of the: West London 
Synagogue, celebrates this week the fiftieth anniversary of his entrance 
into the Ministry. In 1874, at the age of twenty-one, Mr. Harris was 
elected Preacher and.Second Reader at the North London Synagogue, 
Barnsbury, in succession to the Rev. Morris Joseph, who had gone to 
Liverpool to become Minister of the Prince’s Road Synagogue, and 


subsequently became Mr. Harris's colleague at Upper Berkeley Street, 


Mr. Harris ministered to the North London Congregation for six-and-a. 
half-years. On Sabbath, September 5tb, 1574 (said THe Jewisa 


“CHRONICLE of September 11th in that year), Mr. Harris was inducted 


into office at the North London Synagogue, when, after having read 
Taking as his text: 
‘* And Moses called Joshua, and said unto him in the eyes of all Israel, be 


- gtromy and of good courage "’ (Deut. xxxi. 7.), Mr. Harrisshowed how Moses, 


when taken from being the shepherd ofa flock to be the shepherd of God's 
people pleaded his inability, but God answered thatit was not a question of 
eelf: and that if the aim were the glorification of the Divine Name, God | 
wou'd be with him, He would guide and encourage him. Thus when Moses 
resigned his mission, he encouraged the young and inexperienced Joshua, 
remembering his own diffidence. The career ofaJewish minister, said Mr. 
Harris, should bea reflex of the lives of the sacred teachers of Israel ; but 
remembering al! their virtues, it was truly dificult to follow their example. 
Yet even he, humble though he was, and trembling under his great and 
solemn responsibility, was encouraged by the words spoken by his master, 
Moses, to the timid Joshua. He placed his confidence in the belpof God. 
He needed encouragement, for the duties of a Jewish minister were not 
only arduous, but almost beyond buman attainment. Only the holy 
whisper from Heaven could encourage him. The young preacher then 
at lencth set forth the duties incumbent on aminister. He must promote 
the education of the young at school and at home ; the education of the 
heart as well as of the mind. He must instruct the mature in the 
spiriiual significance of observances which they ignored, or with which 
they had not become acquainted. The minister must console the weary 
with the refreshing voice of religion ; but he must also, trumpet-tongued, 
pierco the recesses of the sinner’s heart, and call bim to repentance. 
‘The ol ject shcu'd not be merely an intellectual triumph, it mut be a 
“two-edged sword,” so as to inform, as well as to edify. Great learning 
is not necessary, but religious z°al and fervour are essential. Words 
coming direct from the heart of the preacher are sure to fad their way 
into the heartofthe hearer. As the brightness of a glowing fire is reflected 
in the faces of those that look upon it, so is the zeal of an earnest preacher 
reflected in the sympatby of his hearers. “ Before us lies a valley of dry 
bones; it is our mission to raise them from the dead. How can we do it 
and call for a living army to throng the valley if we ourselves be dead”? 
The Jewis minister must make himself beloved and respected in the 
homes of his congregants, in sorrow and in joy, among rich and poor. He 
who only joins in the revels of the wealthy, bub shuas the threshold of 
thé poor, is no true minister of God... His life and soul must be thrown 
into every movement tending to the advancement of his brethren.”

RaBBI TOLBEDANO (Tiborias).

Mr. ISRAEL BOUTELJB (Amsterdam). 


One of Dutch Jewry’s noted bibliographers has passed away in the 
deatb, last week, in Amsterdam, of Mr. Israel Boutelje, at the age of sixty- 
five. A prolific writer in the Hebrew and Dutch languages, the deceased 
was a veritable bibliophile.and a recognised expert on the subject of books. 
He possessed one of the finest private libraries in Holland, and was a 
frequent contributor to the Jewish press (he was gt one time assistant 
publisher of the Dutch CENTRAAL BLAD), and also contributed to the Jewish 
Eneyclopedia. Asa teacher of religion he was fora long period of years 
attached to the Jewish schoolsin Amsterdam. His piety and modesty 
earned for him the deepest respect of his colleagues and of the community 
generally.

How 
often bave I marvelled at the smiling tact with which she glossed 
iver the genial faux pas of her erudite bud unconventional husband. | 
suspect that she could easily have made a career for herself in music, in 
literatare, perhaps even inart. But tree wife and woman that she was, 
she was content to abserb herself in the achievements of ber famous 
husbaud. If the tlaner history of his epoch-making works were to 
be told, we should Know how much she coliaborated with him 
by her tospiration. I judge ‘of ber own gifts by those of her 
elder daughter Ruth, whose poetry at the age of ten bore the 
indubitable stamp of genius.

THE SUMMER SCHOOL, 1924. 


Some Impressions. 


By GEORGE J. WEBBER. LL.B. 


“. Then felt I like somes watcher of the skies 
When a new planet awims into his ken.”’ 


To the new-comer, the University Jewish Summer School was @& 
févelation. There, for two short weeks, in a house on the high road at 
Loamington, a complete microcosmic Jewish life was lived, [t wasa 
unique study in versatility. Eighty mon and women,—almost all, ander- 
graduates or graduates, lawyers, doctors, clerics, chomists, architects, 
teachers, researchers,—all, beneath one roof, ate and drank and prayed, 
thought and spoke, read and listened, sported aud dreamed. For this 
brief interlude, professional identity was suuk, degrees and qualifications 
Wore submerged. We. were all fellow-members of one group, 4 Jewish 
group, —fellow students, Chaverim Va chavero!. | 

A Jewish life it was, because we expressed our personality in ways 
Which the Jewish genius has trodden out. [no the morning we prayed. 
After meals, tn historic Hebraic words and tones, we returned thanks. 
Believer and unbeliever alike, that Sabbath Service, (held in the Dance 
room, become Beth Hakkenése/), with its primal and naked sincerity, gripped 


and graspod and held. Wa did not just ‘‘oome that service. We 


croated is. was old, but it was new, something alive, dynamic,—like, 
(so to say), the re-enacling in’some tragedy of Aeschylus, of a 
drémenon, the sufferings of a god  Fellow-students were we, who 
stood by the Sepher and who read the Law, who intoned the prayers, 
and who, on Shabbat Nachamr, recited (from an improvised rostrum), 
the sublimest comforting known inliterature. A fellow-studenteven was 
Shamash. We prayed. The whole was a spiritual experience, to most 
of us unknown, for years unforgettable . . | 

The first Jowish Summer School wasthe Kerem be-Javnehk, bold, after 
She first Tisha 6' Ad, sixteen centuries ago, by. Jochanan ben Zakkail. 
And a0, Beth Hakkeneset -like some temporary Mishkan resolved itself 
into Beth Hasefer, and Synagogue became School. Leaders came to as. 
In that samo room or on the lawn, we sat at their fset and listened. 
They told of Judaism, of universalism. The Gilead baim for e bleeding 
world is naught, but what every Jow affirms, with the grasp of brother. 
Bood and the greeting Shalom. Peace, not war, isthe preaching of the 


prophets, peace based on absolute justice between men and between 
Bations: 

“' Justice is Trath, Truth Justice,’—that is all ye kaow on earth and all 
ye need kaow.”’ 

And then, we became some Montessori School. From ourselves we 
chose those tospeak to us, men and women who, ia their turn will one day 
lead.

between some Jewish Mr. Bergoret, (an ex-Minister), and the Principal of 
the Seminary, on Sabbetai Zevi and the different conceptions of the 
Messianic Idea. We felt that what men have lived by is Truth, that atl! 

h God bath made is very good. 
a Re a day, straggling down, we left the Carmel slopes and crystallised 
{nto an organisation, a conference. From all corners of the islands, we 
heard tidings of the Doreshet Chochmah, our fellow Jewish students (to 
whom, as to absent brethren, at ten o'clock after the Sabbath meal, we 
drank a silent toast). We heard bow they are grouping and learning and 
working. The lawyers had their day and had their fill, and at its Newlah, 
posts were assigned to delegates, thcirs for a year to guard. 

Then. back to the Moab heights, whence “The Future of Jewry” 
wissurveyed. That classic symposiam in Piato was academic, of a 
passion better experionced than analysed. Ours was of the future ofa — 
nation, vital. The theme of the prelude was scepticism, Hocratic 
questioning, keen heart-searching. The ground was cleared. The first 
of the twin pillars of the Jewish polity was erected: a progressive 
development of Jewish ceremonialism, or legal equalising of the atatus of 
the Jewish woman. Then, from out an eloquent oration eloquently 
recited. the second pillar slowly reared itself, “Jewish Nationalism” 
inscribed on its base. But—our fourth leader exhorted us—the capital 
mut bear the ensign of Jowish culture. Yet another entrance to that 
Temple were we shown: the pathway ofa spiritualised Traditionalism. 
It (hypothetically) Tefilin were once a Kemaiah, an amalet, what a noble 
piece of work they have and can become! Our own meaning, according 
to the spirit of the age, we can, we must, graft on to the withering 
branches overhanging the path, and they will revitalise, That is the law 
of history, the law to which our Book has always bowed. Perchance, 
new meanings, unknowa to those who firat planted the seed we will 
divine. Ia the words of that exquisite simile from Sappho (quoted by 
Dr. Abrahams in “ Permanent Values in Judaism"): “like the sweet apple 
which glows red on the topmost branch and the apple-gatherers forget it, 
nay, forget it not, but could not como toi." . . . 

To lovers of Hebrew, the Hebrew Session (held, in the traditional 
spirit, after dinner on Friday evening) was a veritable Oneg Shabbat, The 
charm and the pathos of Mendele’s Ghetto types were laid bare before us, 
and then, the influence and the message of the doyen guide to the 
modern perplexed: Achad Ha'am. A short thing, this Hebrew. Session, 
but potential. [t will giadden the heart of Achad 

“And O, ye fountains, meadows, hills, and groves"! How joyously 
we cast off Ghetto pallor, and (in friendly groups) hied us to the flelds or 
to the river, to sport at tennis, to show our fleetness in the race or at the 
oars, our skill at the punt or the swim! The new Jewish student—in the 
making before our oyes—is athlete as well as thinker, #sthete as well as 
intellectual. He lives in the presentand loves the beautiful. The verse 
of De La Mare is a principle of his creed: 

‘* Look thy last on all things lovely, 
Every hour. Let no night 
Sea! thy sense in deathly slumber 
Till to delight 
Thou hast paid thy utmost blessing; 
Since that those things thou would’st praise, 
Beauty took frora those who loved them 
| In other days.” 

And yet, like his forbears, in the pist too, he lives. We saw the 
ancient ruins of Warwick and Kenilworth, the pregoant tranquillity of 
Stratford, the house, the flelds where Shakespeare lived, the river where 
he frolicked. We sawthe schoolday relics. Woesmelt the pleasing must 
of early folios. From the rich galaxy of pictorial art in the Memorial 
Gallery, we caught again the spirit of the plays, From the top of the 
Tower we gazed on the delicate rural beauty below, and knew that the 
Place awaited the Man. Nor did we leave the pleasaunces of Stratford 
until (after tea) we heard praise of Shakespeare's Insight into the Jewish — 
soul What matter that Shylock came from Marlowe? By the touch of 
the creative artist, he was transmuted into a Jew of flesh and blood. A 
etimulating address, punctuated half-way by a fine recital of that speech 
in The Verchant, tremendous in its simplicity. A great address, in its 
Syothesis of English and Hebraicculture. . 

And then, as the last day of this garden life drew near—symbolical 
of the nation of cternal hope—we lived in the future. We beheld the 
path way to incustrial wathetics. To those of us who will tread the road 
of applied science, or build cities or factories in our old-new Homeland, 
Bourneville, is, in actual fact, a thing of beauty and a joy for ever. We 
saw (with Rupert Brooke): 

The keen 
Uapassioned beauty of a great machine” 

Porvading all, wo saw a soa of light, a purity, a freshness, a living 

model of the Jewish ideal of social justice: 


“ The muaic in my heart I iove 
Loug after it was heard no more.” 


Much more might still be told. We had our flippancies, our “ raga” 
and songs, our humoriates, our 
‘‘ Inenarrable godhead of delight.’’ 
Essential concomitants, these, ofastudentlife. . . . 

very man passes his life in the search after friendship.” Thus, 
Emerson. Thus, the Summer School. We made our friendships and 
remade. Out of common interests or ideals—the only lasting soil— 
many grew, and bloomed into flowers which we will carry with us, away

BY A UNIVERSITY CONTRIBUTOR. 

The Jewish Summer School at Leamington has now to be added to 
the lengthening record of the Inter-University Jewish Federation. 
Oxford, Cambridge, likley, and Leamington represent so many annual 
mile-stones on the forward march of this young Academic body—a body 
which is showing signs of increasing strength and energy, equally with an 
encouraging determination to serve with al) its might the highest interests 
of the Jewish cause. Comparisons between the several Annual Summer 
Schools with which the Federation has been associated will be as 


inevitable as they will be unprofitable. Each had its own characteristics, | 


characteristics whicb, when brought under consideration, will predominate 
in recollection, partly on subjective, partly on objective grounds. Both 
Oxford and Cambridge were allied.and associated adventures which the 
Federation shared with other organisations. But, apart from this feature, 
one’s experiences cal! forth the conviction that whereas at likley and 
Leamington the school impressed itself upon the places, in Oxford and 
Cambridge the places impressed themselves upon tse School. It was at 
likley that the independence of organisation and the free vastness of the 
Yorkshire broadacres made the Inter-University Jewish Federation 
stretch ite limbs and take along breath. lt was at_Leamington that 
it felt in full training to run its race. During the first week it took some 


time to get into ite stride, but later it found its pace, and allowing for a 


slight “sagging” by way of reaction, concluded triumphantiy by winning a 
great victory for the cause the Federation serves. That cause the Federa- 
tion serves by illustrating, in a way to which no other Anglo-Jewish Agency 
in the academic sphere supplies a parallel, the realised experiences of a 
Jewish corporate life. Call it a microcosm of a Jewish “ National Home,” 
stuck patchwisein the Ga/uth, call it, if you will, a “ ghetto,” it represents 
a community which subordinates all ite incidents to the demands of 
Jewishness, a community which does not subordinate Jewishness and 
the exigencies of external environment. And this is its invaluable 
significance. There is at every turn the unconscious urge to Jewishness. 
Services need not be ‘compulsory—they are of themselves compelling, 
“Jewishness” is in the air. The heartiness of the congregational 
participation, the vivid sense of reaiity of the whole proceedings, grip 
with a tenacious grasp. it is notewerthy that perbaps of al! the features 
of the: Summer School the one sphere which is not “modernist” is that 
of the “services.” Even and often banished 
in these days—found their appropriate places!” 

Yet the Summer Schoolis frankly wodern in its ways of thought 
and life—and yet mwodernin the only way that is faithful to the genuine 
Academic idea!, full of reverence and respect for tradition and authority. 
The very regularity of the “services,” and the instinctive deference to 
the spiritual pote rendered all the more valuable the fact that the lectures 
and discussions as a whole dealt wore with Jewry than with Judaism, 
They were concerned with the various questions dealing with points 
where Jewry touches life—in thought and deed rather than in faith and 
creed. The questions of peace and war, the portrayal of 
humanity by the world’s greatest dramatist, the Jew 4s an upbuilder of 
civilisation, the arts of music and theatre applied to Jewry, the modern 
thinkers of our people who thought in the national language, tentative 
solutions of contemporary problems, al) these correlated Jewry and life— 
precisely the same objective as that of the Rabbinists of old, although bya 
different method. The interesting symposium provoked a very illuminating 
discussion. It was cheeringly positive in’ contrast to some of the 
“pegativity”’ of the papers. There was the note of Jewish self-confidence, 
and the happiest solution suggested was that which was pitched in the 
same key as Goethe—the need for “light—more light." Ihe Hebrew 
session struck one as wore substantia! than that of the previous year, but 
somewhat less comprehensive in the range of participants. As for 
Zionism, one can hardly recall a Jewish gathering at which less Zionism 
Was spoken; it was felt and thought avd, in a sense, lived rather than 
spoken of. Saving individual and unobtrusive exceptions, a paraphrase 
of a famous English politician would serve to explain the atmosphere: 
“We are al! Zionists to-day,” and a more fervent Hat: seach than that which 
Was sung in the early morning hours of the last day at Leamington would 
be difficult to imagine. 

With all ite intense Jewishness the Summer School, faitbfal to the 
best traditions of the Inter-University Jewish Federation, was cordlally 
fraternal in its relationship with and op Jewish forces. The Editor of 
the loca! press and Mr. Adrian Boult, the eminent musician and conductor 
of the Birmingham Orchestra, were guests at luncheon and recipients of 
presentation copies of the Chief Rabbi's * Book of Jewish Thoughts.” A 
local charity received the Federation's donation, and the local 
Y.M.C.A. games’ sections were met in friendly and hospitable. 
contact. Telegrams of comradely greeting were exchanged between 
the World Student Christian Federation and the Inter-University 
Jewish Federation—timely notes in these days of umerus clausus. 
The relations with the townspeople were most cordial, and doubtless 
will serve well for the better understanding of Jewry in the locality. 
The matutinal and nocturnal rambles made the members ‘‘ known to 
the police,” in the most favourable sense, and the interchange of cordial 
greetings of courtesy with Leamington’s most affable force can be taken 
as testimony to a worthy living up to the stock Jewish reputation of law- 
abidingness. It should be mentioned that the centrality of Leamington 
made possible a great enlargement of its borders as ao area for excur- 
sions. None can give Leamington a better testimonial for being near 
everywhere than the members of the Inter-University Jewish Federation. 
The goodwill of the local press and local authorities was boundless. In 
this respect Leamington follows Iikley—not so with regard to dancing.

My Drar Cousin, 
It is sometimes asserted that ours is an age of youth. Is there nota 
*dMeaguo of Youth to proclaim this fact to the world? The last word in 
) Mterature and art demands to be an expression of the youthful spirit. 
*. The political parties vie with each other in winning the support of youth 
In social life 
youth is having its day, and setting up standards for itself which might 
have shocked our early Victorian ancestors. Perhapsit was of some such 
age as this that the prophet Malachi had a vision when he pictured the 
time of the coming of Elijah: “ And be shall turn the heart of the fathers 
to the children, and the heart of the children to their fathers.” 

Judaism has always stressed the duty of children to their parents. 
Is not this duty incorporated inthe Ten Commandments? Right through 
Jewish literature the injunction to honour parents appears to be para- 
mount, and it is not surprising that the Shw’chan Aruch declares this to 
be one of the duties about which every individual should be most 
puvctilious. Among the carses fulminated from Mount Gerizim was one 
against him who should dishonour bis father or his mother. 

In the view of the Talmud Rabbis, the duty of children to their 
parents is associated with the love of God. Three partners, the 
Talmud teaches, are responsible for man—God, father, and mother 
GON? TAN NTS ; and when the 
parents are honoured, God declares that it is as though He Himself par- 
ticipated in the honour. The Prayer Book, quoting the Mishna, includes 
the honour of parents in the category of “ the things, the fruit of which a 
man enjoys in this world, while the stock remains for him for the world- 
to come.” 

Biblical iterature contains many references to the honour of parents. 
“ A wise son,” says the writer of Proverbs, “ maketh glad his father, but 
a foolish man despiseth his mother.” Bon Sirach sums up the view of a 
later generation. “ Whoso honoureth his father maketh an atonement 
for his sins, and he that honoureth his mother is as one that layeth up 
treasure.” The Talmud contaius one or two pretty fancies in connection 
with the Fifth Commandment. It is asserted that in the Hebrew tex 
JON MNT PAN AN a3, the first MNis superfluous. What, then, is its 
purpose? . The Rabbis deciare that its intention is to inciude the wife of 
the father, that is, the stepmother. Similarly, the second MN !s likewise 
superfiuous, and in this case is intended to include the husband of the 
mother, that is, the stepfather. Again, the Talmud brings into juxta- 
position the terms of the Fifth Commandment and the injunction in the 


nineteenth chapter of Leviticus : “ Ye shall fearevery man his motherand | 


his father.” Why is it that in the Fifth Commandment “to bonour” 
comes first, and in Lev'ticus “to fear”? Why, agatn, does the fither take 
precedence over the mother in the Fifth Commandment, and the mother 
over the father in Leviticus? Rabbi Judah the Prince suggests a psycho- 
logical explanation. The child, he says, ts more inclined to fear his 
father ; therefore the ordinance bids bim honour the father. Similarly. 
he is more inclined to honour his mother; therefore in Loviticus he 
is enjoined to fear his mother. But this same Rabbi impressed upon 
his children, as he lay on his death-bed, to be specially careful to 
honour their mother. The Talmud contains several other instances of 
fine conduct in this connection. It is reported of Rabbi Joseph, who was 
blind, that when he heard his mother’s footsteps, he rose from his 
seat and said, “I rise up before the Skechina (God's Presence).” 
But the highest example of all is that provided by a ‘Gentile— 
Dama ben Metina, of Ascalon. He had a precious stone for sale which 
was required for the Ephod, and was offered a very tempting price 
forit by the Jews, He was about to fetch the precious jewel, when he 
found that the key for opening the box in which it was deposited was 
under the pillow on which his old father was asleep. He asked to be 
excused from entering into the transaction, for hé would not disturb his 
aged father! Significant too, is the answer to the question as to why 
the Greeks, the enemies of God, were able for so long te maintain them. 
selves against the Maceabees. It was due to the merit of Japhet, their 
ancestor, who paid honour and respect to his father Noah, 

The Codes bave laid down abundant guidance for the observation of 
the l'ifth Commandment. In the first place, they put both the parents 
(0m an equality coMnpw Orr's) in regard to the duties due to them from 
their children. The Codes enjoin a man not to stand in the place usually 
occupied by his father either in the Council or in the Synagogue, not to 
sit in his seat, not to call him by his name, but to address him as "9714 ‘aN. 
Perhaps this is closely akin to the English custom of addressing one’s 
father as “Sir.” The Shutehan Aruch expressly states that it is the duty 
of a man to stand in the presence of his father or his mother. If these 
are injunctions for active conduct, there are also others for passive con- 
_ Guct. It is laid down that a child must submit in silence even to a public 
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insult inflicted upon him by his parents. It matters not if the child is 


_ the head of the community, he must etill hold his: peace in circumstances 


.. such as these. 


Rabbi Hliez>r gives another extreme case, declaring that 


-@ son must stand by and say nothing if his father ¢hould throw his parse 


of money into the sea. Further, it is the duty of children to support 
aged pareuts who need their help; and parents are said to have the 
right to requisition the time, the work, and the property of their 
children. Moreover, the @uty of honouring parents extends also to 


- parents-in-law, and to stepfather or stepmother; it applies to both 


sexes, and to the wisest and the most learned. Finally, the proselyte 
is strictly enjoined not to curse or despise his heathen parents 


This last regulation is typical of Jewish courtesy and kindly feeling. 
These two qualities are responsible for the exemplary relationship which 


. has existed at all times between Jewish children and their parents. 
-How many a man or’ woman to-day, who bas drifted far beyond the 


- 


_ bounds of Israel, is yetconnected with the great Jewish family merely by 


the thread of memories of father or mother? Sometimes it may be a 
promise made to a parent; sometimes it may be a lingering memory of 


- Friday eveningsin a home atmosphere, or the recollection of a simple life 


lived bravely. It is one of the glories of Jewish life that it stresses the 
importance of the home, and the duty of the members of every home to 
each other. Such an attitude must strengthen the social fabric, and since 
the strengthening of the social fabric is as much a need of our time as 
ever, it seems that the old ideais which demanded of children duty to 


their parents have lost none oftheir potency in the present generation.

of bis conversion to an intimate friend, Heine, in a letter, uses the . 


expression “at heart a Jew.” Through bis apostasy, he actually 
became only the more embittered against Christianity, as though it 
had actually led bim into faitbiessness, to forget bis honour, and 
abandon his former seif. “1 assure you,” he wrote to his friend, “if 
the law had permitted the stealing of silver spoons, I should 
not have been baptised.” When Edward Gans, who-had embraced 
Cbristiapity, induced other weak-minded Jews to forsake their belief, 
Heine was indignant and exclaimed: “If he does it out of conviction, be 
is a fool; if be does it out of hypocrisy, he isa rascai.” When advanced 
in years Heine returned with his whole heart to his reverence for 
Judaism, and was entbusiastic on behalf of the Bible: “ The Jews may 
cousole themselves for the loss of Jerusalem and the Ark of the 
Covenant; this loss is but trifing when compared with the Bible, that 
indestructible treasure which they have saved. . . I owe the re- 
awakening of my religious feelings to that Holy Book (the Bible), and it 
bas become for me €qually the source of salvation and the object of my

INTERVIEW FOR “Tar CHRONICLE” 
WITH 


Mr. M. USSISHKIN. 


NCE the Thirteenth Congress, in its wisdom or otherwise, 


member of the Zionist Executive in Palestine, Mr. Ussishkin 

has been able to devote himself freely to the work of the 
Jewish National Fund, whose fortunes he now directs with the 
vigour and vigilance characteristic of him. He has not, since 
his retirement from the Executive a 
year ago, participated in the raging 
discussions concerning the future of 
the Zionist Organisation and the 
Jewish Agency. His presence at the 
recent Actions Committee, of which 
body he is still a prominent 
member, aroused much interest 
in all Zionist circles, where he is 
still looked upon, thanks to his direct 
and forceful personality, as one of 
the leading lights of the Movement. 
And though much of the Zionist rank

- Ne) released him from the responsibilities and cares attached to a 


views, and, even more so, perhaps, 
with the brusque and unadoraoed way 
in which they find expression, Mr. 
Ussishkin’s utterances are always 
listened to with the respect they 
deserve. A representative of THE 
Jewisa CHronicbe, shortly after the meeting of the Actions Com 
mittee, sought his views on some of the problems now besetting the 
Movement. Reluctant at first to be interviewed, Mr. Ussishkia 
finaliy consented to make au exception in favour of THe JEWISH 
CHRONICLE. 

Asked whether he was satisfied with the results of the Actions Com- 
mittee meeting, Mr, Ussishkin expressed himself in the affirmative. 

‘‘T am glad,'’ he said, “that the conference has decided against the 
holding of the Fourteenth Congress next winter. The prospect of sum- 
moning such a gathering during winter, as suggested by the Executive, 
caused me considerable alarm, for all the urgent Zionist work must have

been brought to a standstill. Both the Jewish National Fund and 


the Aeren Hayesod would have greatly suffered by such an interruption 
of their work, aud the effect in Palestine would, in consequence, have 
been disastrous. The decision againat the proposed winter congress 
came, therefore, as a welcome relief to me.’’ 

Aud what about the proposals respocting the enlarged Jewish Agency ” 
Has your attitude undergone any change since the Congress ” 

“My attitade remains exactly as it was,” Mc. Ussishkin replied. “I 
have always insisted upon the need of ascuring the closest co-operation 
of all Jewish bodies, as well as Jewish individuals, in the economic 
reconstruction of Palestine. { have not the slightest objection to viving 
any oon Zionist body, willing to work for the Jewish rebuilding of Pales 
tine, a due share of control. Such co-operation is highly desirable and 
I have persistently worked for it. 

“Bat when it comes to the Jewisa Agency, (he continued)—and Mr. 
Ussishkin became even more emphatic than ususal—a line must be 
drawn, The function of the Jewish Agency must be to regulate Jewish 
matters in Palestine with Jewish Nationalism asa basic principle. Such 
a body must, therefore, be representative of the Jewish people, a condi. 
tion which the present proposals do not meet. The handing over of the 
political control and hegemony to a non-democratic body would be 
bound to spell disaster tothe Zionist Movement.” 


From which must be inferred that you offer staunch opposition tothe 
proposed scheme of extending the Agency ? 


‘oO IL am not resisting it, only because under conditions of the 
moment any such resistance would be futile. [ even refrained at the 
Actions Committee from voting against the proposal.

The 119th Psalm.’’— Ill. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the “Jewish Chronicle.” 
“My soul hath longed for Thy salvation, and I have a good hope 


of thy word.’’—Psalm criz., 81. 


The eleventh division of the 119th Psalm is from first to last the 


_- @arnost outpouring of a heart, longing, craving, or more literally fainting 


and failing, and filled with a desire for that which it has not yet attained. 
“My soul hath longed”; “Mine eyes long sore”; “O quicken me after 
Thy loving kindness” ; “O be Thou my help.” Whatis it for which the 
Psalmist longs? For that which, not here only, but throughout the 
Psalm conspicuously is in bis heart and on his lips, even that which he 
calls ‘God's salvation.” There follows in the next division (7) the thought 
of the permanence and immovability and the certainty of ite fulfilment of 
the Word of God. All save this is changeable and capricious. One 
generation in quick succession follows another. And like to man himself 
is all that belongs to man. Changes of circumstance, revolutions in 
States, political and other movements which baffle the mostintelligent and 
far-seeing minds, are ever occurring. Exquisite works of man—sculpture, 
architecture, painting—crumble and perish. Where are the great 
Empires—Babylon, Persia, Greece, Rome, Spain? Their day is set, 
their power is departed, and but a few ruins remain here and there to 
tell of their former glory. New combinations are ever forming altogether 
beyond man’s control, new discoveries are ever leaping to light—steam, 
electricity, mechanical appliances—which change the whole face and 
commerce of the world. Friends, the dearest and most intimate, drop 
out of sight as well as out of life. The very tastes and instincts of men 
seem to undergo a sort of ebb and flow; nay, as we well know, sooner or 
later the moment will arrive when the earth itself shall pass away, and 
only God's word remain. 


What is meant by God's word? First of all, natarally all that which 
He lays down or decrees. What He commands is good, and in all times 
and in all places, the best. Man, left to himself, has no clear idea of 
God. That which in one place and in one period of the world seems 
virtuous and fitting, in another place and at another time is.repudiated 


and scorned. There have been religions among men where all that | 


we look upon as absolutely hateful formed an integral portion of 
the idea of worship. Times when revenge, ambition, selfi-hness 
have been looked upon as noble and manly, and to be followed by all 
worthy of the name of man. There have been nations who have 
encouraged theft and lying, and if. they punished those who did such 
things, it was not because they had done wrong, but because they were 
discovered. Thus, like fashions in dress or taste, the human wind 
changes its ideas of right and wrong. But what God decrees cannot 
change. Truth, purity, love, on which His decrees are founded, are part 
of His very being. From the beginning to the end there have ever been 
the same unvarying rule, the same great guiding principles. The Law of 
God is everthe same. Then, next, by God's word is meant His promises 
and warnings. Most certainly all these will be fulfilled; for God is a God 
who changeth not. How strikingly we see this in what is called Nature. 
God promised that “while the earth remaineth, seed-time and barvest, 
cold and heat, summer and winter, day and night, shall not cease”; that 
man should eat bread in the sweat of his brow. Honest, hard labour 
never fails to meetitsreward. The seasons follow in invariable succession, 
though the sun in some years may give more heat than in others, and one 
season may be more favourable than another—as one man's toll may bring 
forth more results than another's. [tis as true to-day as when it was 
promised : “If ye be willing and obedient, ye shall eat the good of the land, 
butif ye refuse and rebel ye shail be devoured with the sword for the mouth 
of the Lord hath spoken it.” But does not here a doubt sometimes vex 
the heart, as we look round on what are called the inequalities of society, 
and see those who deserve the least receiving the most? Is this, we are 
inclined to ask, that justice of which He has implanted the idea in the 
human heart’ Is this the due fulfilment of God's word? The Psalmist 
helps us to understand, by oxclaiming “O Lord, Thy word endureth for 
ever in Heaven.” Here, on earth, though on the whole the course of 
obedience is the great cauge of happiness, yet it must be owned that there 
are what must seem to be great exceptions. But this is but for a while. 


All will in the end bs made right. In Heaven the truth of God’s word 
shall be made clear. 


“Thy testimonies are my study,” the Psalmist cries in the next 
section (5). It is this study which has occupied his whole atteation, to 
which he has given all his heart. It has been to him, as men say, his 
allin all, It has given him wisdom in the time of trial, lifting him right 
above the malice of his foes. It has made him even wiser than his 
teachers, so thathe understands more than the aged. How true all this 
is of the students of God's word whose names emblazon the pages of 
Jewish history, the Sages of Israel who found their chief oecupation and 
delight in meditating on God's word by day and night! In the following 


Stanza we read: “Thy testimonies have I taken as an heritage for ever, 


for they are the rejoicing of my heart. The wicked have laid a snare for 
me, y6t from Thy precepts have I not erred.” The initial letter of this 
stanza is Nun, which signifies “a fish.” Is it a far-fetched thought to 
connect the meaning of this letter with the idea that the fish in its 
element is free from the snares that are laid for it, and that its life in the 
waters is a constant joy? Thus it is with the Psalmist. Deeply 
roeditating, immersed, as it were, in God’s word, he finds in it that 
which fills his heart with radiant joy, which prooures for him never: 
failing delight and interest, which keeps him ever happy, contented, 


_ bright, like those beautiful works of God's creation which swim in the sea. 
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Jewish World Relief Conference. 
“THE SCANDAL OF THE ICA.” 


“O.R.T.” and “O.Z.E.” Dissentient. 


In the course of the debate at the Jewish World Relief Conference 
at Carlsbad, on the schome fora World Federation of Relief Organisations 
(which was described in THe Jewist OHRONICLE last week), Messrs. 
Chasanowitch, Silberfarb, and Singalowsky, of the “O.R.T.” (Society 
for Promoting Trades and Agriculture among the Jews), and Dr. 


Kreinin and Dr. Gergel, of the “O.Z.E.” (Society for Preserving. the : 


Health of the Jews), as woll as Mme. Anita Miller, of Austria, 
declared that while they were, in principle, in favour of the 
establishment of such a world organisation they regarded it as premature 
at the present moment. 

Deputy Prilutzki, represertative of the Relief Organisation in Poland, 
Advocate H. Sliosberg, of the Paris Jewish Relief Committee, Mr. Berger, 
of the Jewish Welfare Organisation of Berlin, Dr. Hindes, of the Berlin 
Palestine Emigration Office of the Zionist Organisation, and Dr. M. 
Kraemer, representing sixteen Jewish communities In the Bukowina, 
strongly criticised the separatist attitude of the “O.R.T.” andthe “0.Z. BE.” 
and urged the establishment of the World Organisation as speedily as 
possible. | 


The Declaration of Geneva. 


On August 26th, the Geneva Declaration of children’s rights was 


formally signed. The following is the text of the Declaration : 

By the present Declaration of the Rights of the Child, commonly known as 
the “ Declaration of Geneva,’’ menand women of all nations, recognising that 
Mankind owes the Child the best that it has to givé, declare and accept it as 
their duty that, beyond and above ali considerations of race, nationality or creed : 


1. The Child must be given the means requisite for its normal development, 
-both materially and spiritually 


2. The Child that is hungry muat be fed; the child that is sick must be 
nursed ; the child that is backward musi be helped; the delinquent child muat 
be reclaimed; and the orphan and the waif muat be sheltered aud succoured. 

3’. The Child must be the first to receive relief in times of distress. 


4. The Child must be putin a position to earn a livelihood and must be 
protected against every form of exploitation 


: 5. The Child must be brought up in the consciousness that its talents must 
be devoted to the service of its fellow-men. 


The report of the Executive was passed at the session of Wednesday 
of last week. 

Deputy Mme. Rosa Pomerantz-Melzer (Poland), reported on Child 
Aid work, and Mr. Latzki-Bertoldi followed with a paper on emigration. 

Mr. Leo Chasanowitch, who at the Sunday sitting interpellated 
the Executive with regard to a letter to the Ica which Mr. Latzki- 
Bertoldi explained he had written in his private capacity and not as a 
member-of any organisation, again protested against any attempt to 
arrange an agreement between the United Jewish Emigration Com. 
mittee and the Ica fora joint activity of assistance to the Jewish refugees. 
Baron de Hirsch, he said, had had a great dream—to colonise within 
a period of twenty-five years 3} millions of Jews on the land ir the 
Argentine. After thirty-two years of activity the Ica colonies contained 
less than 25,000 souls. The whole question of Jewish emigration was 
affected by this state of affairs, because a successful colonisation in the 
Argentine would ease the present serious emigration problem. Argentine

A striking proof in support of this contention is the complete change in 
the political situation in Palestine since the advent of the Labour 
Government. A year ago, under the régime of its predecessors, Sir 
Herbért would not have attended a meeting of the Actions Committee. 
His very attendance there is of considerable significance, and is not to 
be underrated.” 


is it your opinion, then, that Sir Herbert Samuel should be pressed to 
remain in office? 

“ Yes,” said Mr, Ussishkin. “Of course, I have no means of knowing 
to what extent the decision rests with him. But if it does depend on his 
own choice, Jewish public opinion should bring pressure to bear upon 
bim to continue.” 

Touching upon other matters, Mr. Ussishkin strongly condemned the 
decision of the Actions Committee to make a further curtailment in the 
educational budget. “This further raid on Jewish education,” he said, 
“is fraught with serious consequences. Education is the last item 
upon which economy should be exercised. There can be no Jewish 
National Home in Palestine without a comprehensive Jewish educational 
system. That, however, becomes impossible if the axe is continually 
applied to the educational system. Oa the other band, I am glad to note 
the tendency revealed by the Actions Committee to transfer the seat of 
the Executive to Palestine. This, I am convinced, would bea great gain 
to the Movement and to the efficiency of the Executive.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Ussishkin referred to his extensive tour 
through a considerable part of Europe in the interests of the 
Keren Kayemeth (Jewish National Fund). He visited Greece, 
Bulgaria, Russia, Austria, Lithuania, and Latvia. Everywhere he tound 
& ready response to his appeal for the redemption of the soil in Palestine. 
it was this enthusiasm, he said, that made him realise the mistake some 
Zionist leaders make in concentrating all their reliance on American 
Jewry. The resources of European Jewries, despite the adverse economia 
Conditions, are not so exhausted as some would seem to believe. The 
response in America would be greater, Mr. Ussishkin thought, and 
American Zionists could also appeal to American Jews with more dignity, 
it European Jewry were not written off as a negligible quantity. 

With his characteristic optimism, Mr. Ussishkin hopes to obtain 
half-a-million pounds within the year for the Jewish National Fund. Of 
that sum he calculates that £200,000 will be subscribed by Europe, 
including £20,000 from England, £200,000 from the United States, and the 
O8t from other countries overseas,

was to-day practicaliy closed to Jawish emigration because the Ica’: 


colonisation work hai been a failure. The trouble was that the Ica’s 
system in the Argentine was one of philanthropis fevdalism. The 
colonists were compelled to siga contracts which pat them for years 
under the yoke of the Ica. Such a state of affiira could not attract 
fresh colonists or keep on the colonies the children of the old 
colonists. Public opinion in Argentine was opposed to the 
System of the [ca, Ex-Minister of Agriculture Calderon, speaking in 
1916 at the Argentine Congress, had stated that he had consulted with 
tho Minister of Justice as to whether the [ca should not bo prohibited 
from conducting further activity in the Argentine, because it had intro- 
duced a system of slavery which was in contradiction to the Constitution 
of the Republic. During the war and the post-war period, many colonists 
who had long been settled had been forcibly ejscted without compensation. 
Many others had been deprived of large portions of their land. The colonists 


- of Mauricio had started legal action against the [ca to regain possession 


of their farms. The Argentine Court of Law had declared itself incom. 
petent to deal with the case, because under the contracts it was laid down 
that in cases of dispute between the Ica and the colonists, the decision 
Should lie with the Alliance Israelite. The Committee of the Alliance 
Israélite being identical with the Execative of the Ica, this wag absurd. 
The demand should be put to the shareholders of the Ica—the Jewish 
communities of Berlin, Frankfort, and Brussels, the Alliance Israélite, and 
the Anglo-Jewish Association—that they should put a stop to the scandal 
ofthe Ica. During the whole of its thirty-two years’ activity the Ica had 
never published a balance-sheet. Mr. Chasanowitch u:ged the setting up 
of a commission to investigate the matter. | 


[In the course of the debate on emigration questions, the question of 
the Ica was raised by several other delegates. Mr, B. Locker, repre- 
sentative of the Central Palestine Office, demanded that world Jewry 
should be made acquainted with the truth about the activity of the Ica 
in the Argentine. I[f necessary, a campaiza should be started against the 
Ica and formally prociaimed from the platform of the Conference. Mr. 
Locker said that unification of activity as such was desirab!e, but he 
feared that many people meané by unification, capitulation to the Ica. 

Mr. Joseph Sprinzak, head of the labour department of the Palestine 
Zionist Executive, contended that the failure of the colonisation in the 
Argentine had not been the fault of the Ica. Successfal colonisation 
could be conducted only by the utilisation of national enthusiasm and 
national efforts. The only country in which Jewish colonisation was 
possible was Palestine. 


Advocate H. Sliosberg said that although he was no defender of the 
Ica, it had been the Ica that had created the Jowlsh co operatives in 
Russia, and thereby consolidated the whole of Jewish life prior to the 
Revolution. The agricultural colonies in Rassia had also received much 
assistance from the Ica. He made a plea for co-operation 

Mr. Leo Motzkin said that the Jewish World Relief Conference 
had no agreements with the Ica. The agreement was with the United 
Jewish Emigration Committee, a coustituent-body of-the Jowish World 
Relief Conference, but only one of tweuty six other orginisations, [twas 
not correct to say that under the egreement the Ica bad obtained the 
upper band. There was absolute equality of treatment. 

Mr. Latzki-Bertoldi pointed out that for the first time since its 


‘existence the [ca was prepared to surrender its position of monopoly aad 


to work on lines of equality in immigration activity 

Professor Eisler urged the necessity of relief work on behalf of the 
Jewish intellectuals in Russia. Deputy Dr. Oskar Kohno read &@ paper on 
the organisation of relief work by the method of providing work. Advocate 
Dr. A. Klee addressed the Conference on the importance of constructive 
relief as distinguished from charity. 


World Federation Set Up. 


The Conference was concluded on Thursday of last week. A formal 
resolution, establishing a World Federation of Jewish Relief Organisa 
tions for the purpose of taking united action in cases of disasters affect 
ing the Jewish populations of any country in which the local relief funds 
are not sufficient to cope with the distress, was adopted and signed by 
eighty-seven organisations. The Executive is instructed at the same 
time to take immediate steps for negotiating with the Jowish communal 
organisations and federations of Jewish communities and with the large 
relief organisations in all countries in order to secure their aMfiliation to 
the World Federation. 

The establishment of a special Rescue Fund for use in cases of Jewish 
distross on a national scale was decided upon. 

Dr. Rongy suggested that a delegation should be sent to the United 
States with the object of placing before the American public tho position 
of Eastern Jewry and the plight of the emigrants. Mr. Benjamin (of the 
“ Hias”) supported the proposal, which was adopted, together with a vote 
of thanks to American Jewry for its relief activitios. was also decided 
to appeal to the American Jewish Congress to assist the reliof work. 

The Conference further decided to open a campaign for the sale of the 
shares of the United Jewish People’s Bank. Miss Pappenheim was delo- 
gated to attend the International anti- White Slave Traffic Congress. 


Dispute with the “0.8.T.” and “0.Z.E.” 


In spite of the continuous negotiations conducted in the Standing 
Committee of the Conference with the representatives of the “O.R.T.” 
(Society for Promoting Trades and Agriculture among the J ews) and the 
“O.Z%.E.”" (Society for Preserving the Health of the Jows), it has been 
found impossible to arrive at an understanding with them. Both organi. 
sations have refused to agree to the decision of the Conference with regard 
to the allocation of fuads. The “ O.R.T.” and the “0.Z,E.” demanded that 
a definite proportion of all funds coming in should be reserved for them. 
This demand having been rejected, they insist on their right to raise funds 
by independent collections. 

_At the plenary meeting of the Conference, the decision of the Standing 
Committee on this question was endorsed, the Conference agreeing that 
all funds should be centralised except where they are raised locally for 
local purposes. The Executive was instructed, however, to continue 
negotiations with the “O.R.T.” and the “0.Z.E.” with a view to coming 
to an arrangement with them. For the present both organisations have 
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refused to join the Executive, and for all practical purposes they stand 
outside the World Federation.

In 
addition, a Central Council of seventy members has boen elected. 7 


A Relief Commission of Jewish Writers and Artists was formed ata 
meeting held in connection with the Jewish World Relief Conference, under 
the chairmanship of Dr. Shabad. The Commission was instructed to get 
into touch with organisations of Jewish writers in the various countries 
in order to secure their co-operation in the projected relief activity, and 
also to arrange for the establishment of a World Organisation of Jewish 
Writers and Artists. The-seat of the Commission is in Berlin. 


The “O.Z.E.” 
Central Committee's Report. 

The “O.Z.B.” (Society for Preserving the Health of the Jews) has 
just issued the report of its Central Committee for the period September, 
1923, to June, 1924. The following is an abstract of the report: 

In drafting its budget a year ago, the Central Committee based itseif 
on a promise of-a fixed subvention from the Jewish World-Kelief Con fer- 
ence (120,000 dollars).. In addition, it was expected that other relict 
organisations would supply the rest. The expectations of the Central 


. Committee with regard to the World-Relief Conference subsidy were not 


fulfilled. The “O Z.E.” was approached by other relief organisations 
With a proposal to unite the “ money raising activities” of all the organi- 
gations working iu Russia, and to issue a combined appeal to the public. 
A conference of all such organisations was held in December, 1925, in 
Paris, at which the proposal for a combined appeal was agreed to. 
However, no practical steps have been taken in that direction. The 
position was further complicated by a breach with the World Relief Con- 
ference. The prospects for money from other European organisations were 
mot much brighter; still, some 23,900 dollars were received from British 
Relief Organisations, 5,000 dollars from the Alliance Israéiite, and some 
20,000 dollars from the Joint Distribution Committee. The income of the 
“©.Z.E.” for the nine months was 67,465 dollars, while the expenses ia 
Russia alone amounted to about 50,000 duilars. Apart from that, the work 
which has been successfully developed in the border countries demanded 
subvention and assistance, which the *"0O.Z.E.” could not give. 
Simultaneously with its financial endeavours, the Central Committee 


had to make specia! efforts to strengthen and consolidate the organisation — 


ereated at the last Conference. The Central Committee also negotiated 
with organisations of a similar character to that of the “ O.Z.E.” namely 
the “T.0O.Z.” in Poland and the Palestine Medical Organisation, for their 
affiliation to the Union. A number of enterprises have been undertaken 
in common withthe “T.O.Z.” and the Palestine Medicil Organisations, 
Hadassah and Kupath Holim. The “0.Z EE.” took over the Palestine 
Pasteur Institute from the Union of Palestine Jewish Naturalists and 
Doctors, and this Institute is at present conducted by a Committee 
eonsisting of representatives cf the two organisations. A number cf 
erganisations pursuingaims similar to those of the “ 0.Z.E.,” were from 
time totime supported by contributions from the Central Committee. 

The work in the local organtsations can bo said to bave been very 
successful. A further step towards making the “O.Z.E.” work in the 
Border States self-supporting was taken when wost of the luostitations 
eontrolied by the Organisation began to charge patients for their services. 
Nevertheless, the position remains critica’, and the O.Z.E.” organisations 
are not yet to a full extent self-supporting. : 

The activities of the “O.Z.E.” for, the last nine months fall under 
five departments : mother and child welfare care; sanitary activities in 
echools and out-hospitals for children; anti-tuberculosis activities ; 
activities in favour of physical sport and gyrmuastics ; and sanitary propa- 
ganda. The centre of all the “O.Z E.” activities was the children’s 
welfare care. The activities of the Orgapgisation in schools have under. 
gone considerable development during the last year. Between 35.000 
and 40,000 school children are under the medical control of the “O Z.E." 
In some p'aces out- bospitals have been established for the treatment of 
weak and sick school children. Finally, the “O.Z.E.” has been every- 
where endeavouriog to popalarise sport and physical culture among the 
growing generation. The Unionof the “0O.Z.E." embraces the World 
Union of Jewish Sport Organisations, “ Maccabi.” 

Hpecig! attention has been paid to combating tuberculosis. A great 
many of the “O.Z.E.” out-hospita!ls contain special departments for con, 
surmptives with “ Home Visiting Committees.” Another important branch 
of the activities was for the combating of favus and trichophitia. With 
the exception of the activities in the out-hospitals, the work among the 
ewigrants has unfortuvately not yet reached the reqaired degree of 
Completeness and thoroughness. 

The total number of Institutions established and rua by the “O.Z.E.” 
Bow reaches ninety-three, pamely : Thirteen Mother and Child Welfare 
Centres ; two Children Homes (Creches); forty-two Centres for School 
Inspection ; fourteen Out-hospitals and Policlinics; eight Children’s 
Colonies, out of which two are subsidised only by the “0 4.E."; six 


Hospitals for the treatment of favas ; three X-ray Laboratories, and 
seven other Medica! lustitutions,

The decrees, however, are also. of epormous importaace in the economic 
epbere. It is recognised by everybody that the war of the foviets against 
private trading and for the development of the State-trading institutions, 
has bit the Jewish population of the one-time Tsarist Pale of Settiement 
The decision to open 
up new oppertunities forthe Jewish iabouring masses to eara their liveli- 
hood is not based on charitable and humanitarian” principles, but on 
purely practical considerations for the good of the Soviet State. It is 
entirely an economic question. The Soviet Government cannot look on 
with ind: ffzrenee while whole sections of the populations occupying large 
territories are being wiped ont by bunger, or are bcing deuwroralised by 
suffering. To the Soviet Government there ts no distinotion between the 
Jewish populations and the peasant poputations to whose assistance it 
came during the famine period. The weifare of all sections of the popn- 
lation is vitally bound up with the whole question of the economic 
stability of Russia. |

That tbere are great. potentialities in the scheme (says the 
JEWISH WORLD) there can be littie doubt, and it would be in accord. 
ance with the irony of so much of Jewish bistory if it came about 
that the answer to the old; old question— Wohin ?—proved to be, as 
far as Russian Jews are concerned: “Stay where you are!" There 


are large tracts of country in Southern Russia which could be made 


availabie for agricultural purposes if Craining operations could be 
carried out. This, in turn, involves money and. indeed, it is realiy, 
almost: entirely, a question of money whether the scheme can. be 
made of use to the Jews concerned, directly and indirectly, or not.

lo the course of his remarks, Mr. Marshall said that the statewent 
made by President-elect Cailes:had been discussed and was greatly 
appreciated, but they found it would be necessary to procure more detoite 
information as to how they could avail themselves of the invitation. 


' There were very many difficulties that must be smoothed out before 


they could adopt any policy witb regard to migration into Mexico. ihe 
fipancia) question was only one of those that would bave to be carefully 
scrutinised. it would bs impossible to act intelligently upon such a pian 
ubtil there had been a report from ah expert committee, which was to 
be sent into Mexico by that emergency Committee. They wou'd try to 
select men through whose knowledge and experience they would be able to 
form ap accurate judgment as to the economic possibilities of immigration 
into Mexico. 


‘The American B'nai B'rith has voted 20,009 dollars for the estabiish- 
ment in Mexico City of an office to assist Jewish immigrants. 


An interesting note on the Mexico offer reaches us (says THY JLwisnH 
WORLD) from a correspondent who signs bimeself “1.D.”" He writes: 
Your interesting reference to the «ff -r of land in Mexico reminds 
me that more than twenty years ago the late Mr. Boston Bruce, a 
nephew of Mr. Justice Gainsfurd Bruce and of an eminent eng: neer 
of the same pawme, but bimseif a barrister, contributor to the LAartiy 
News, and Counsel to the italian Chamber of Commerce, brought 
before me a scheme for which he was Agent, on behalf cf the 
Mexican Government, for settling a colony of Jews in Mexic>. It 
seemed onadvisable at that time to divert emigration frum the 
United States to Mexico. Now that the United. States are pearly 
ciosed, the pruject has quite different merits. Care, however, wust 
be taken that in this wiii and unsettled country sufliciont Govern- 
ment protection is afforded to the new scttlement if any is wade. 
The facts show that the idea has been maturely considercd by” 
Mexican Statesmen, and is nota sudden thonvgbt; 
It is clear from this, as “Il. D.” remarks (adda the JEWISH WORLD) that 
the idea of establishing a Jewish settlement in Mexico is no sudden 
thought, to put it at the least. But this timely reminiscence, with which 
our correspondent favours us, disposes us to ask how it is that nothing 
until recently, to have been heard publicly of the project. We 
wonder whether the suggestion was submitted to anyone in an cilicial 
capacity.

American Jewish -women-are ‘undoubtedly affected by the universal 
strenuousness; the desire for service; perhaps the ubiquitous desire, 
extant in the United States, to be concerned with the“ running of things,” 


and to have their fingers in the baking of the universal pie of common > 


wellbeing! One notes, it must bs said, that the quality of their pie is of 
a very high order, and of a texture which cannot fail to benefit the 
general digestion. 

Among the numerous associations of women for the public good, the 
 gettlement houses, créches, hospitals, kindergartens and training schools 
endowed, organised, and equipped by Jewish women, there is no one 
association which has to its credit more excellent achievements or which 
functions more efficiently than the National OConncil of Jewish Women. 

There does not seem to be any Organisation in all Enrope which 
bas so successfally approached the problem of placing, handling; and 
developing the immigrant. ‘True, there’are not so many immigrants in 
Europe as in America, but there are still enough to warraut the public 
beipg generally concerned with their prosperity. 

The care of immigrants in America is but-one branch of the Council's 
work, but it is one which occupies much time and careful thought. Its 
concern is with the fate of the seedy neweomer, from the moment that 
be or she Jands on American Shores: from that moment he orsheengages 
the attention of American women in Isracl. The United States, in spite 
of its new two per cent. immigration law, yet has a fair share of immi- 
grants. The authorities in all the ports have so many problems.to occupy 
their attention that it ts small wonder the Jewish newcomer receives 


scant attention. Here there is work ready and waiting’ for Councils and 
Associations of every description. 


The Coureil of Jewish Women considers -this task of primary 
importance. While there are many other Jewish Organisations 
with immigration, the B'nal B'rith, the Zionist) Organisation, and many 
separate Boards and Associations of Synagogues, the National Council 


has specialised so brilliantly on the immigrant Jewish girl that its work 
demands more than cursory attention. 


When poor “ Rosie” from Czccho-Slovakia, or “ Tatia” from Russia, . 


steams up New York harbour, feeling lonely, friendless, and forlorn, when 
great Liberty's statue seems to have frosted glass shielding its glowing 
torch, when the New World seems utterly gigantic, overwhelming, and 
indifferent, poor Rosie and Tatia have need of all the kindness; the atten- 
tion, and the courtesy of which any Council is possessed. And Rosie, 
like Tatia, does not find them wanting. From the moment when she 
lands at Etiis Island until she fs fed, clothed, housed, and carefully placed 


in domestic service or in some scheol or business for which her capabilities © 


show that she is fitted; from that moment Rosie knows that she bas a 
friend, nay, many friends, in the kind women who have met her at the 
port. If Rosie only does a smal! part of what is expected of her, she 
will never have cause to cowplain, any or all of the time that she lives in 
the United Btates. 

ibere is, ta this personal attention to the immigrant giri, wuch that 
is individual, thoughtful, and appreciative of her formation into a person 
of value to the futdre of the race. From the day when she arrives, 
bewildered, until the moment when she: feels herself a capable and solf- 
respecting citizen, she is under the protection of one of the best and most 
far-sseing of al! the organisations in the United States. 

if she has no money, she is supplied with it, nnatil she car earn some ; 
if she worrles about her people in Europe, they are written to and also 
provided for as far as is possible. Yes, Rosie and Tatia have fallen into 
good hands and it is their own fault if they do not climb upward ‘to the 
position for which many are trying to prepare them, 

Tbe Council of Jewish Women often goes farther than Rosie or Tatia. 
If she is too unhappy without ber dear ones and has true tales of their 
misery or poverty in Europe, and if she shows herself willing to earmand 
Save, her savings are often augmented until she can send the. passage 
money back to those dear ones, who only await her assistance to reach 
the Land of Promise. 

Ana the Council watches every phase of these immigrant girls’ 
existence—their work and play, the pitfalls and temptations that con- 
front them—for there are many by-paths waiting for the innocent Rosies 
and Tatias in the marrow and tortuous. sidestreets of New York’s 
crowded East Side. | 

Bat this ig only one department of the Council's activities. I have 
mentioned it first because it seemed to me the most important, the most 
fundamental and formative, in the shaping of new material to be made 
into American citizens, 

The Council of Jewish Women has aiso its settlement houses, its 
educational centres, its lecture courses, its kindergartens, créches, and 
day nurseries. It has a board of. brilliant women distinguished for their 


tireless and efficient service, whose hearts and whose purses are always 
at the command of the public geod. 


{n almost every city of the Union there are also independent 
Benevolent Societies concerned with the needs of that particular town. 
la some instances they are affiliated with the Council of the Hadassah, 
the B'nai B'rith, or the Zionist Organisation. In many places young girls 
have formed Junior Councils and Junior Had@assahs or Temple Guilds and 
Benevolent Juniors; and throughout the entire country there is a-zéal for 
ae a which makes the Jewish poor the best cared for of any in 

Jewish women in America are noted for their Hospita! service. Every 
Jewish Hospital has iteWomen’s Board, which mets regularly to sew for 

‘the Hospital, aud to»provide for the ‘maintenance of Free Wards. At 
Mount Sinal Hospital, in New York City, all the garnrents used in the 
hospital are made atthe weekly women’s meetings ; and Mount Sinai is 
one of the best-eqnipped hospitals in the world. 

Service, with a capital “S,” hasesught the Jewish woman in the 
States. It is rare indeed that any woman is not-comnected with public 
service of some sort. She is concerned constantly with district nursing

Our 
helplessness is truly pitiable. Messrs. David M. Harounoft 
and Habbib Nehorai, one of them a student of the A//rance 
Isradlite School of Paris; who are very well acquainted with 
life in-our City, will be glad to supply further intormation. 


We hope that this Appeal will reach the leader of the 
English Zionists, Baron Edmond de Rothschild, the American 
and French Zionists, and the Allrance Israclite, who have 
opened several schools in Persia, and other benefactors, and 
that they will do all itheir power to help us and our children, 
or‘ielp us to leave this city and to settle down wherever we

Ku Klux Klan and the Jews. 


Mr. Coad Retracts. 
[From our Correspondent.) NEW. YORK. 

A striking modification of the policy of the Ka Kins Kian towards 
Jews is seen in the invitation of the Kian to a Baltimore Jew, Assistant 
Btate Attorney Milton Altfeld, to jointthe body. In its letter to Mr. Altfeld, 
the Klan explains that it is prepared to accept as members Jews who 
served in the American Army during the war, and that its activities are 
directed mainly against the Catholics. Neediess to’ say, the offer was 
declined. Mr. Altfeld is about to publich a book on ‘' Tho Jews’ Struggle 
for Religious and Civil Liberty in Maryland.”’ 

Mr. James Coad, the Secretary of the Chamber of Commerce at 
St. Petersburg (Florida), who recently created a sensation by his anti- 
Semitic outburst demanding the expulsion of Jews from the town, has 
found it necessary to modify bis statement. Inan interview he explained 
that he favoured the expulsion only cf undesirable Jews, and that he 
would be glad to have Jews of the type of Rabbi Dr. Stephen Wise settling 
in the town. It is expected that the incident will lead to the resignation of 
Mr. Coad from his post. A number of members of the Chamber of 
Commerce, including the President, have threatened to resign as @ 
protest against Mr. Coad’s speech. 


Inter-Parliamentary Conference. 
The Minorities Question. 


At a meeting of the Minorities Commission of the Inter-larliamentary 
Union, Deputy Rabbi Nurok (Latvia) and Deputy Ledebour (Czecho- 
Slovakia) introduced a resolution dealing with the questions of citizenship 
rights, repatriation of. war refugees; and national autonomy-— questions 
which, the resolution says, affect forty willions of persons in Europe. It 
was agreed to place the resolution on the agenda of the next Conference 
at Washington. 3 

A deputation of delegates of the Union visited the Minorities Depart- 
ment of the League of Nations on Monday aud discussed questions 
relating to the National Minorities with Mr. Colban, head of the Depart- 
- ment. The question of the regulation ofthe Minority rights was con- 
sidered in detail, and certain concrete proposais with a view to safe‘ 
guarding the interests of the Minorities were considered. 


German Anti-Semites and Jewish Cemeteries. 
Translation of the Talmud Demanded. , 
[From our Correspondent.) BERLIN. 


The desecration of Jewish Cemeteries is, to all appearances, rapidly 
becoming a favourite sportof the anti-Semitesin Germany. Following on 
the destruction by members of the Swastika gangs of the burial grounds 


at Hagen and Binswagen, the latest Jewish cemetery fo suffer is that of - 


Regensburg, Bavaria, where a nuwber of tombstones have been smashed. 
The sacrilege bas occasioned a storm of protest. Four young Communists 
charged with the desecration of the cemetery'at Hagen were tried at 
Cologne last Saturday. The accused were alleged to have demolished 
fifty-two tombstones, to have smashed eight monuments, and to have 
dug up and rified a coffin in the hope of finding valuables. Afterwards, 
it was stated, they entered the cemetery chapel, overturned the pulpit, 
broke up the furniture, asd committed indescribable excesses. The 
accused declared that they acted under political orders, but refused to 
disclose the identity of the instigators. The ringleader was sentenced to 
six years bard labour, and deprived of civil rights fora further ten years ; 
and the others received terms of imprisonment varying from ten to four 
years. 

Deputy Walle, the Anti-Semitic leader, in anarticlein the DeuTScCHE 
TAGEBLATT, demands that the Government should order an official 
translation of the Talmud, and that in the event of the discovery of any 
conflict between the Talmudic laws and those of the State, the Jewish 
communittes should be forced to declare whether they still adhered to 
the Talmud. , 

The vote of the Reichstag in favour of the London Pact was marked 
by violent anti-Semitic outbursts, and the epeech of the ex- Minister of 
‘Finance, Dr. Hilferding, was greeted with cries of " Dirty Jew!” and 
“Throw out the Jewe!” The notorious “ Kauepfel” Kunze alleged that 
the Pact banded Germany over to the Jewish bankers. 

Adoipb Hitler denies the report that he bad repudiated his anti- 
Semitic views. On the contrary, he announces bis intention, when 
released from continement, to open a new and more Vigorous campaign 
“for the extermination of the Jows.” 


The Alliance Schools in Turkey. 
Use of French to Continue. 
[From our Correspondent.) PARIS. 


Among the questions considered by the Chamber of Deputies in relation 
to Turkey was that of the schools. Mr. Albert Milhaud, reporter to the 
Commission, and the Premier, Mr. Herriot, paid a striking tribute to the 
work of the schools of the Alliance Israclite. Mr. Herriot also praised 
the work of the Ai/iance when speaking in the Senate. A Catholic 
Senator, Mr. Frangois Saint-Maur, asked if it was correct that the Aliiance 


would henceforth be obliged to use Turkish or Hebrew as the language of 


instruction. | | 

Mr. Herriot in reply, said : “ According to the latest information, the 
Alliance Isradlite Universelle has obtained permirsion to continue giving 
instruction in French. Turkey realises that she would be the first to 


suffer under a new scholastic régime. 


Budapest Orthodox Jewish Community. 


Statutes Approved by Government. 


The Hungarian Government has given its approval to the statutes of 
the Budapest orthodox Jewish community. Among the clauses in the 
constitution is one which gives the community the power to exclude 
from membership persons breaking the commandments in the Shuichan 
Aruch. Tbe community bas for mipy years been endeavouring to enforce 
this clause, but has not obtained lega! sanction till now. 

There is another clause in the Constitation by which women earning 
their livelihood independently are compelled to pay community tax. 
According to Jewish tradition, however, they do bot thereby obtain the 
right to participate in the work of the community, and have no vote.—

Immigration to South Africa. 
—— 
From Mr. Percy Cowen, 
Secretary, South African Jewish Board of Deputies. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 

Sik,—From correspondence received by my Board it seems that an 
impression bas got abroad that immigration to South Africa is. pow 
entirely unrestricted. 

This impression seems to have been caused by the publication of the 
news that the iste Union Government on May ist last decided to with. 
draw the application of Section 4 (1) (a) of the Immigrants Regulation 
Act to European immigrants. This particular Section enabled the 


Minister of the interior autocratically to exclude European and other 


immigrants, and on appeal the Board of Appeal established vader the 
Immigrants Act had to consider only whether the Minister had excluded 
the immigrant and not the merits of the case. 

My Board contended ai! along that the Government bad no right to 
use this clause to exclude European immigrants, as a pledge not to apply 
this to Europeans had been given when the Act was passed in 1918 Ags 
stated, on May ist, the late Government agreed to suspend the operation 
of this clause for six months, as far as European immigrants were con- 
cerned. The present Union Government has agreed to abide by the 
pledge given to Parliament in !)14, and not to use this clause at all against 
European immigrants. 

The result now is that every European immigrant will be treated ou 
his merits. He will have to satisfy the other clauses of the Act. i¢.. be 
able to read and write some Enropean language (Yiddish is inciuded ia 
the Act as a European language), be in good health, of good character, 
and either be in possession of means or have proof of definite employ: 
ment, so that be will not be a burden on the State. In other words. the 
position is restored as it was when the Act of 1913 was passed. Tbe 
immigrant must also be in possession of a passport from the country of 
origin, The Union Government does not issue permits, nor does it give 
apy guarantee beforehand that an immigrant will be permitted to enter 
the country. 

Quoting from a Government communication, “the admission o! all 
persons is governed by the Immigration Regulation Act, No. 22, of ‘13, 
and the ability or otherwise of individuals to comply with its provisions 
is a matter entirely for decision by the immigration authorities at the 
port of disembarkation.” 

The possession by the immigrant of an affidavit from a relative or au 
employer in South Africa, undertaking to give him employment and 
stating the nature of the employment d the remuneration, is usually 
accepted by the immigration authoritics as definite proof of employment, 
and would-be immigrants to South Africa should see that they are i2 
possession of such affidavits before they proceed on their journey

Jewish Lawyers a Jewish 


From Me Benas, B.A., LL.B. 
To the Editor of THe J@WISH CHRONICLE. 


Sikx,—The interesting and instructive letter entitled “ Law and Lifo"* 
by your contributor “ Benammi,” in Tuk Jewish CHRONICLE of last week, 
affords an opportunity, in-testifyiog to ite appreciation, of bringing before 
the notice of those of your readers who are associated with the Law, 
either by way of profession or academic training, one of the “ By-Prodactsa” 
of the recent Summer School at Leamington. An informal gathering 
was held of those interested, to consider the possibility of encouraging 
an acquiintance with Jewish Law and Legal History from the standpoint 
of general Jurisprudence and Comparative Law, in the first place to 
enable Jews who are exponents <f some occidental system of Law to 
take a worthy pride ia the Juristic achievements of their own people in 
establishing the reiga of law in the thought of the world. Secondly, to 
afford means of bringing to the knowledge of non-Jewish jarists the 
existence and history of the Jewish “Corpus Juris,” and, thirdly, 
to assist in collecting material for monographs on Comparative 
Law with a view ultimately to co-operation with a centralised 
Separtment at the University in Jerusalem. It was suggested that 
at first some endeavour should be made to discover what support 
would be forthcoming for the institution of an Anunua! Lecture on 
some subject of Jewish Lega! interest, the lecture to be delivered in 
London, and to be followed by a gathering (probably a dinner), at which 
an opportunity would be afforded for ré-union. The number of Jews now 
attached to the Law in the Angio-Jewish community is relatively large, 
and in addition to practising members of the Bar and to Solicitors the 
community possesses distinguished academic and literary interpreters: 
in the spheres of the Civil Law, the Common Law, and Internationa! Law, 
in addition to those qualified ia both Jewish Law and the other systems. 
Whether the project will expand from that of an informal group into amore 
definitely organised Aunua!l Jowish Legal Re-union will depend upon the 
measure of support accorded to theidea. The least desiredis an elaborate 
machinery just to add to the institutional equipment of Anglo-Jewry. 
For that reason an informal group is ready and willing to carry on itself, 
apart from any rigid associational framework. Believing, however,

PROFESSOR HERMANN COHEN’S THREE NEW VOLUMES. 


That the son of a Chaszan should become a Professor of Philosopby at 
a German University is testimony enough to gifts high above the average. 
Such was the career of Hermann Cohen, one of the greatest thinkers of 
his time in Europe. He was educated at home until the age of fifteen by 
a father learned in the Torah, and the year he spent at the Jewish 
Theological Seminary in Breslau (1%57) put finishing touches to his know- 
ledge of Hebrew and Talmud. But the young Seminary student was not 
covtent to remain a theolcgian; he desired to become a philosopher. In 
1878 he was admitted a Lecturer in Philosophy at the University of 
Marburg, and there be spent the remainder of his career. Students of 
philosophy need not be told of Coben's books, or of his achievements in @ 
ficld of research which he made peculiarly his own. Butthe Professor of 
Philosophy never forgot that he was a Jew, and the philosophy of 
Judaism came naturally within bis purview. The ripe fruit of bis 
thought on this subject is to be found in his great work on the Jewish 
religion, entitled Die Religion der Vernun ft. But, in the course of a long 
life, Cohern, who was interested in all aspects of the Jewish question, 
wrote a goodly number of essays, long and sbort, as only a waster 
thinker could. These scattered productions have now collected 
and published by the Berlin Akademie Akademié fiir dive Wissenschaft des 
Judentums -three volumes,-.entitied Hermann Cohens .Judische 
Schrifien. (Berlin: C. A. Schwetschke und Sohn, 1924.) The three 
volumes are beautifully bound and printed, and while they docredit to the 


Academy, are a wortby monument to a great Jew and a deeply religious | 


man. Cohen strove to make the thought of Judaism ciear to his genera- 
tion. There was not a great Jewish problem of the day but he illumined it 
by his handling of it, 

The first volume is devoted to theological and religious problems; 
the title of a number of the essays contained in this volume wil) convey 
some idea as to their scope—" Religious Postulants,” “Religious Move- 
ments of the Present Day,” “ Atonement,” and “ The Lyric of the Psalms.” 
The second volume contains papers in defence cof Jews and Judaism, and 
includes two significant pronouncements“ Heine and Judaism,” and 
“The Importance of the Sabbath.” There is alsoin this volume a most 
sympathetic account of the Polish Jew; whom Coben had come to know 
by persona! intercourse, and whose wonderful traits his keen insight 
enabled him to estimate at thelr proper worth. A third paper on 
Religion and Zionism ” will be found stimulating by Zionists and anti- 
Zionists alike. The third volume is devoted to essays on Jewish religi- 

ous philosophy, and includes four particularly exceliént studies on 
 Bacbhya,” “ The Ethics of Maimonides,” “Spinoza,” and “The Relation 
between Neligion and Morality.” 

The three volumes are sold at £2. We understand that it is intended 
to issue a selection of these. papers in English in.one volume, to be pre- 
pared by a distinguished disciple of Cohen in America. We trust that 
the English edition will in due course find a large public, since these 
essays, marked as they are by deep seriousness and idealism, cannot but* 
tend to strengthen the Jewish consciousness. Till the Eaglish edition is 
ready (and at best, it wil) contain only a selection from the three volumes 
in German), we would beartily recommend those who are able to read 
the origina! to turn to the pages of the three volumes under review, the 


publication of which may be regarded as a landmark in the history of the 
publication of Jewish booka. M.E. 


Rabbi Dr. Ziegler's New Book. 


The Kaufmann Verlag, of Leipzig, have just issued the first part of 
Rabbi Dr. 1. Ziegler’s new work, “Die Sittliche Welt des Judentums.” 
The part issued deals with “Die Sittliche: Welt der Heiligen Scbriften.” 
It is prefaced by an introduction, and then follow the texts, Hebrew 
(pointed) with German translation on the parallel page, each set of 
‘subjects being introduced by an ‘excursus.” The volume forms a most 
valuable corpus of Jewish ideology, and, when completed by the post- 
biblical parts to follow, the whole work will constitute a golden treasury of 
the culture of the Jewisb people. Itisto be hoped that an English version 
will be accessible, sothat English readers (both Jewish and non-Jewish) 
will have a Hebrew-Englisb set of texts on similar lines to the present 
continental edition.

PALESTINE AT WEMBLEY. 


[By a Correspondent.) 
VI.— CONFECTIONERY. 


Confectionery in Palestine is a small but rapidly growing trado, 
This is evidenced by the fact that at the Palestine Pavilion there are no 


‘Jess than six stalls devoted to the display and sale of sweets of various 


kinds. Whether these stalls are an acquisition to the Pavilion is, how. 
ever, an open question ; they probably attract the casual visitor, but the 
salo of packets of sweets undoubtedly adds to the “bazaar” effect which 
is unpleasantly noticeable. It is a matter wortby of consideration 
whether, if only the wholesale trade were catered for, the dignity which 
the Pavilion would gain would not more than compensate for the loss of 
the relatively unimportant retail trade. 

The sweet which has probably the biggest sale at the Pavilion is 
Turkish Delight, or Rahat Lakoum. There are, of course, many Varicties 
of this cogserve, but the only kind mapnfactured in Palestine is plain, 
without nuts, and rather wore heavy and solid than the usual “ Turkish ” 
variety. A brand called “Jerusalem Delight,” specially prepared for sale 
at the Pavilion by Joseph Alonzo, has a large retail sale, though, fo: 
some reason unknown to the writer, no attempt has been made to capture 
the wholesale trade. Approximately two tons of this “ Delight” is made 
monthly, abont a quarter of which comes to this country. The biggest 
sale for it is, of course, in the East. It is hoped to cultivate a larger 
market in England. 

Chocolates and sweets of various kinds are made by Raanan, Ltd., in 
their factory at Tel Aviv, which employs over one bundred hands. Vheir 
stock at the Pavilion is comprehensive, ranging as it does from bars of 
chocolate at a penny to large chocolate boxes, made by hand ont c! 
straw, and fitted for subsequent use at the toilet table, which are priced 
as high as thirty shillings. Only retail sales have been made. 

Another sweetmeat, typically Palestinian, but which is rapidiy 
finding favour over here, is Walawa, a preparation of ground almonds aud 
honey. This is selling in considerable quantities at Wembley, and cn 
some days as much as £30 worth has been disposed of. It is a white, 
flaky substance, and is probably an acquired taste. 16 is sold retail. 

With the revival of dairy-farming in Palestine, it may now be said 
that the country is once more a land “flowing with milk and honey,” 
since this last commodity is well represented at Wembley. Honey, and 
particularly orange flower honey, finds a ready sale at the Palestine 
Pavilion, where it is made up into sixpenpy cartons. In quality and in 
price it compares well with other honies, as is evidenced by the fact that 
sales average from £8 to £10 daily ; yet there is no wholesale trade. 

The reader will by now probably be wearied by the constant repeti. 
tion of that phrase, “no wholesale trade,” and will le moved to ask why, 
when prices and quality are satisfactory, the wholesale market seems to 
be left so severely alone. The answeris that although this is the sixth 
article in THE JEWish CHRONICLE that bas been devoted to the industries 
of Palestine, no mention hasas yet been made of the two staple products— 
muddie and mismanagement. To one who has not been “behind the 
scenes” at the Pavilion, the extraordinarily unbusinessiike methods of 
some of the exhibitors would appear almost incredible. The fault, be it 
understood, lies not in the Pavilion itself, but with the exporters in 
Palestine. Whatever trade enquiries are forthcoming, stocks anything 
like adequate for the wholesale trade are never supplied. The case of 


honey forms a typical example. Hereisa commodity which, according 


to expert opinion, could be worked up into an extremely flourishing 
industry—and the magnates who contro! it are satisfied to dispose of a 
few paltry pounds’ worth in sixpenpy cartons! Trade enquiries for 
Palestine boney have literally streamed in, and the answer in every case 
bas had to be: “ We cannot deliver: we bave no stocks.” , 

There is an exhibit.in the Pavilion of extraordinary interest to one 
who knows its history, though to the average visitor it would be 
unimpressive enough. Il is to be found at the stand of the Zionist 
Executive, and it consists of twenty-five small pots of preserves of 
various kinds. They would gell, probably, at about one-and-sixpence 
each. The interest in these lies in the fact that they cost no less a sum 
than (wenty-five pounds to produce! Nobody seems to kuow how this 
colossal expense was incursed, though it is obvious that it can be due to 
nothing but the grossest and most culpable lack of business knowledse. 
Of course, the preserves were sent over only as samples, and therefore 
cannot be expected to be produced as cheaply as by mass production ; 
but—and this would be fanny if it were not tragic—after twenty five 
pounds have been spent in bringing to England samples of Palestine 
preserve, no quotation for their supply can be obtained ! 

If Palestine is ever again to flow with milk and honey in the 
metaphorical sense, some very radical alteration will have to be made 
in the business methods of its exporters.

An interesting statement in this connection was made recently in 
Haifa by a Mr: Tchernovitz, Secretary of the |wad Leumi of Palestine. 
He frankly admits that individuals will have the right to withdraw from 
the general community, but in order to discourage too many such 
withdrawals (vide the Palestine Zionist daily, HAARETZ, No. 1,493),

the rights which individuals expect from the community, such as 
sanctification of marriages, circumcision, ‘burial, etc.” Should those 
on whom all these dire consequences fall endeavour to form their 
own religious communities, then Mr. Tchernovitz goes on to say, 
will not bave the right to form communities of their own.” 

It is difficalt indeed to imagine how peace can ever again be restored 
in Israe) if this is the mentality of the Zionist leaders.

Ratification of the Lausanne Treaty.

FRENCH PARLIAMENT DISCUSSES THE MANDATE. 


[From our Correspondent. | PARIS. 

The ratification by the French Chamber of Deputies and the Senate 
provided the opportunity for the discussion of the Palestine Mandate. 

Two deputies of the Right, in the Chamber, criticised the Mandate 
from different points of view. The Marquis de la Ferronays, considering 
the question from the economic standpoint, said that the Zionist claims 
would have adverse consequences as far as France was concerned, 
Wuoting an article which had appeared in the Doar Hayom in 1921, he 
maintained that the Anglo-Zionist tendency to extend towards the North 
would probably lead to an alteration of the frontier. He feared that the 
tields of the Hauran, one of the greatest assets of Syria, would fall to 
Palestine, that Damascus would become a British possession, and that 
the port of Beyrout and its railway would suffer in consequence. 

Mr. Grousseau, one of the Catholic leaders, deplored that France was 
losing its secular office of guardian of the Holy Places, that already 
English, Arabic, and Hebrew were the official languages of Palestine, and 
that the i’rench were becoming foreigners in a country which owed them 
30 much in the domains of philanthropy, culture, and commerce. The 
establishment of a National Home for the Jewish People, he said, was 
mainly a pretext for a policy which had for its object the finding of a 
satisfactory route to India. 


League of Nations. 


> 
REPORT BY MANDATES COMMISSION. 

The Ccouneil of the League of Nations opened its session at Geneva 
last Friday. The Belgian Minister for Foreiga Affairs, Mr. liymans, pre- 
sided. Reports were subinitted by the Coimission.on Mandates, 
and were adopted. The Mandates Commission reported, among other 
thinj»’, that last year the British representative had brought up the 
question of military recruiting among the natives of certain mandatory 
countries for employment outside their own countr7. The Commission 
took the view that it would be a violation of both the spirit and the letter 
of the Mandates if a Mandatory Power were to recruit the natives of the 
Mandatory countries for military employment outside the Mandatory 
Souiniry. 

The Council of the League of Nations has placed on record its 
satisfaction that the British Government has not insisted on its right to 
recruit natives of the mandatory territories for ewpleyment outside 
these territories. 


The question of Palestine asa Jewish National Home was raised 

by Deputy Leon Reich (Poland) during the debate on the Mandates 

question at the Conference of the Loter-Parliamentary Uasion at Berne. 

Deputy Reich urged that the menibers of the Inter Parliamentary Union 

in all couvtries should support the demand for a Jewish Palestine, to 
enable the Jews after their centurier of homelessness to secure for them.- 
seives & national homeland. The speech was wel! received by the 
delegates, and the resolution introduced on the subject by Deputy 
Reich was handed over to the Com='ssion on Colonial Questions for 
consideration,

INTERNATIONAL COUSTS RULING. 
{From our Correspondent.) THE: HAGUE. 
The Permanent Court of International Justice has given its 
judgment in the case of the concessions of the Greck subject, Mr, 


Mavromatis, in Palestine, the opposing parties being the British ang 
Greek Governments. The Court agreed ‘to the plea of the British Govern. 


ment that it was incompetent to fecal with the claim of Mr. Mavromatis 


for compensation from the Zionist Organisation for the Jaffa electric 
concession, but despite the opposition of six jadges, including Lord 
Finlay, it decided that it was competent to deal with the Jerusalem 
concessions, It resolved to make a further enqniry into the matter, and 
deal with the Jerusalem case on bstJanuary next. The British Govern- 
ment fully supports the view of the Zionist Organisation that Mr, 
Mavromatis bas no case for compensation. 


The “ H.1.A.S.” 
TO ASSIST PALESTINE IMMIGRATION. 


The Hebrew Shelterirg and Immigrant Aid Society of America 
(H.1.A.8.) intends to extend its work considerably, and among other 
things will start co-operation with the Zionist Organisation for the 
purpose of assisting Jewish emigrants who desire to proceed to Palestine. 
This statement was made, according to the J.T.A., to a recent Conference 
of the “H.1.A.5S.,” and was received with enthusiasm. 

The Conference has decided to send a delegation to the United States 
to start a campaign there, in order to re-awaken the slackening ititercest 
in the work of relief on behalf of the Jewish populations stricken by tho 
economic distress in the East European countries.

Jewish Friendly Societies. 


The proceedings of the recent quarterly conference and of the 
meeting of the Governing Body of the Jewish Friendly Societies Conva- 
lescent Home are reported in yesterday’s Jewish WorRLD. The new 
development in the relations between the Association of Jewish l’riendly 
Societies and the Order Achei Brith is a dispute on the question of con- 
tributions to the Home, and the Governing Body was calied upou to deal 
with a recommendation from the Home Committee that legal eteps be 
taken to recover contributionsof £1,091. A remarkable speech was mado 
by Sir Stuart Samuel, the President, who stropgly argued against any 
reccurse to. the law courts. His speech, however, cannot be pleasant 
reading for the Order in view of recent controversies, as it contained 


unfavourable references to the attitude of the Achei Brith in leaving the 
Convalescent Home. 


Sir Stuart Samuel said he had never seen ehitalestees explanations 
from the Order why it left the Jewish Friendly Societies Convalescent 
tlome, and until he heard that it was seeking premises he was under the 
impression that the concessions made in connection with the Deed of 
Trust were satisfactory. It was remarkable that in all these arguments 
the Achei Brith was alone in its attitude, while the other side preserved 
an unbroken front. On the question of legal proceedings he was a man 
of peace, and did not like to fight until all means bad been tried and failed. 
The Order argued that in case of liquidation assets ought to be distributed 
in accordance with the amount of contributions, but in his view the 
argument was immaterial as it was not a question of liquidation, and 
the clause in the Deed of Trust on which the Order relied for its counter 
claim was only put in to meet a contingency that the State might decide 
to give convalescent treatment. They came down to the point that if 
there were not a legal claim, there was a moral claim, and the question 
arose as to what should be paid for moral considerations. The Order 
sald it had contributed £4,000 over and above what its members had 
received in benefits and suggested that this matter should go to arbitra. 
tion, and that he should be the arbitrator. He was not able to be the 
arbitrator, as it was only fair to say that he bad given the Order an 
opinion in favour, although legally the Order had no case at all. | 

Sir Stuart proceeded to urge that it were far better to lose the whole of 
the contributions in dispute than to go to law, the moral ¢ffect of which 
would never be forgotten and reunion consequently abandoned, The 
reasons given by the Order for withdrawal from the Home were childish and 
uot worthy of consideration. If the principle were conceded there would be 
no dificulty in getting arbitration. To pass a resolution to issue a writ— 
and he believed they would succeed in getting the contributions—and 
not give anything in return was not in accordance with the Jewish spicit. 
The Achei Brith had not treated them generously; but they should show 
a0 ¢xample of the spirit for which they stood, and would be well advised 
to consent to arbitration. 

After considerable discussion it was eventually decided, on the motion 
of Mr. Michael Levy, Chairman of the Home Committee, that legal action 
be deferred with a view of seeing whether it be possible to arrive at ap 
amicable settlement. At the Association Conference, medica! and nursing 
(aestions were discussed. An experimental nursing scheme, operating 
from October 1st, was adopted.

FILM NOTES. 
‘Monsieur. Beaucaire.’’ 


There can be few to whom the story of “ Monsieur Beaucaire ” is 
unfamiliar, either through the novel by Booth Tarkington or through the 
stage play of the same. name, written in collaboration with Evelyn 
Greenleaf Sutherland.
